The cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest a network management 
device managing a first and a second storing unit storing route information that 
represents a communication route connecting first and second communication 
nodes among the plurality of communication nodes, each of the first and second 
communication nodes comprising a digital wrapper unit transmitting/receiving a 
digital wrapper frame, and a converting unit performing mutual conversion 
between data in a predetermined format and said digital wrapper frame, a 
controlling unit giving an instruction for transmitting a digital wrapper frame to a 
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communication node involved in tlie communication route based on the topology 
information and the route information, and wherein a payload of the digital 
wrapper frame includes a first area and a second area, and said network 
management device manages information for using communication resources of 
respective lines between the plurality of communication nodes as first and 
second paths, and said controlling unit gives to a corresponding communication 
node an instruction for setting up the communication route by using the first path 
to transmit data in the first area if a fault is not detected on the network, and 
gives a corresponding communication node an instruction for setting up a bypass 
route by using the second path to transmit data in the second area according to a 
location where a fault occurs if the fault is detected on the network in conjunction 
with all the other limitations in the claim.
